The bell-light, which will doubt- 
less be used as a police alarm, com-

Ilg-ht with a 10-inch bell metal g-ong, 
the gong being employed, for .calling 
patrolmen by audible signals when by 
reason of fog or other obstructions 
their attention cannot bo drawn with 
the flash light. 
The instrument can 
be mounted on a pole, building, .or 
independent pedestal controlled from 
the police station. A metal shade is 
used to intensify the 'lamp rays' for 
day-light service.

these signals at the following points: 
near'Green's warehouse, visible from 
both depots; corner . of Milwaukee

straining- all strike activities of the United Mine Workers of 
America was issued in the federal district court here today on 
application of the United States government. 
The injunction cannot avert the strike of bituminous coal 


miners set for midnight tonight according to John L. Lewis, act- 
ing president of the United Mine Workers. Lewis-' pronounce- 
ment came shortly after' he had been served with a writ stop- 
ping strike activities at union headquarters here. 


Lewis dictated the following statement: 
"I regard the issuance of this injunction as the most sweep- 
ing abrogation of the rights of citizens guaranteed under the 
constitution and denned by statutory law, that has ever been is- 
sued by any federal court. This instrument will not avert the 
strike of bituminous uiino workers 
a.nd will not settle'the strike after It

' The ooa.1 miners have hard-headedly declared they 


• will go on strike Friday at xnLdniffht, regardless of the 


appeal of the president to prevent suffering-. 
If the* 


carry out thoir intentions they ivlll have thrown down 
the gauntlet to. tho whole nation. They will 'disregard 
the m»n, women and children of America who through 
the years of the war have spent every energy to -win 
victory- Their flg-ht is not with the mine operators;. 1* 
Is with the people who must keep warm this -winter. 


The officials o£ (.ho miners' unions have not played 


fair at any time since they maclo the announcemen 
that a strike would be called November 1. They ma- 
in convention at Cleveland, made demands which would 
rob the common people, and have stood pat. Those 
officials aro industrial slackers and they will never win 
a. strike against tho general population of this nation 
They will -cause a lot of suffering; take thousands 01 
lives, perhaps—especially those of innocent babies and 
aged and Infirm persons—but they ,cannot win. ^ 


'Attorney General Palmer says the government lias 


the power to deal with the projected strike of the bi- 
tuminous miners/without infringing upon the recog- 
nized right of .man in any line of industry- to work when 
they please and quit work when thoy please. 


Tho attorney general^ says: 
"The illegality of this 


strike can and will be established 'without in any way 
impairing- the general right to strike, and the general 
right to strike Is not at issue in any sense whatever in 


• tho present situation. This is true because the circum- 


stances differentiate this case from the case of any 
other1 strike that has ever ;taken place in the country. 


• Jt does not follow that every strike is lawful merely be- 


cause the right to strike Is recognized to exist. 


"The proposed strike was ordered, in a manner, for 


a- purpose and with a necessary cffectvwhlch, taken to- 
gether, put It outside 'tho pale of the law. After the 


' war began, the production of fuel was regarded as one 


of tho subjects of such peculiar importance as to justify 
a special statutory enactment. 


The fuel administration 
was created to supervise 


the subject and matter or wages as well as price were 
considered and sanctioned by the fuel administration. 
After~the cessation of'hostilities the fuel administration 
suspended certain of its orders, but did not terminate 
them, and they are subject to reinstatement at any time 
upon tho president's order and the statute under which 
the orders were made is still in full force. 


' 
""With this situation existing, 
the 
convention of 


United Mine "Workers at Cleveland last September de- 
cided to annul all wage contracts on November 1 and 
took tho unprecedented step of deciding, in advance of 
any opportunity for consultation either with the gov- 
ernment or with the coal, operators, to strike Novem- 
ber 1, unless satisfactory new, arrangements, should be 
made. 


"Without any expression from tho workers^ them- 


selves, the organization promulgated a demand for a 
60 percent increase in wages, a six-hour day, and a 
five-day week, and authorized a.^strike, to bo effective 
November 1, before the demands were even presented 
to tho operators. 
The demand for a new, wage agree- 


ment cover edonly a part of the coal fields, but the strike 
order was sent broadcast to workers in other fields 
where operators had' been given no opportunity even to 
consider demands for Increased wages or decreased 
hours. 


"AH this has been done while miners in every Held, 


through their right of collective bargaining, had en- 
tered into, a. solemn contract with the operators fixing 
wages and hours for a. definite, period, which has not 
yet expired. 
Tho operators upon the insistence of the 


president Indicated their willingness to negotiate and 
arbitrate^ providing the strike is deferred, while the 
miners rejected the president's request for arbitration 
as a means of settlement 
artd refused to defer the 


strike. 
. 


"Some of the wage 'contracts were made with the 


sanction ot the federal government, operating through 
the fuel administration, to run during the continuation 
of the war or until April 1, 1920. Many others, how- 
over, run until a time still in the future without regard 
for the continuation of the war. 


"While it is perfectly plain that tho'war is still on 


and any contract running to its conclusion is still in 
force, whatever weight may be given to the argiimorj.t 
that the successful operation of the war no longer re- 
ffulres such contracts, it hns no application whatever to' 
the large number of such contracts .which expire at a 
fixed date without res'ard for the war pejiod. 


"The armistice did not end the war and the courts 


In many c";iscs have held 
that 
the. war emergency 


statutes are still in force: the same rule must apply to 
war emergency contracts. 
The congress has held to 


this position so late as October 22, when an act of con- 
gress was approved making even more effective the 
food and fuel control act. 


"The suspension of the restrictions as to the price 


of coal Is not necessarily permanent and conditions war- 
rant a renewal of these restrictions at this time; and 
yet the government 
1C it reinstates the order fixing a 


minimum price, would be absolutely helpless to protect 
the people against exorbitant prices of the product if 
the contracts made under its sanction should now be 
deliberately broken. 


"This coca not meanTnat a change could not be 


negotiated, and either agreed 
upon or arbitrated, If 


proper protection of tho public be accorded in the set- 
tlement, but it does mean that the public welfare In the 
*5vartlme emergency must still be the same permanent 
Interest to be served by both parties. The government 
is the protector of the public welfare. 


"The 'proposed strike, if carried to its logical con- 


clusion, wlU paralyze transportation and Industry. 
It 


will deprive unnumbered thousands of men who aro 
making no complaint about their employment, of their 
right to earn a livelihood for themselves and their fam- 
ilies; will put cities in darkness and, if .continued only 
for n. few days, will bring1 cold and hunger to millions 
of our people; if continued for a month, it will leave 
death' and starvation in Its wake. . It -would be a more 
deadly attack upon the life of the nation than an in- 
vading army.'' 


"What is the situation here in Janesville? 
Coal dealers and others who know someWilnjr about 


the supply declare there is no more coal on hand now 
than will be used in three weeks. 'With the consign-, 
ments shut off we face the probability of-being entirely 
without fuel at the time -winter is beginning to edge in 
on autumn. We must conserve now. 
~~" 


Many persons have plenty of coal In their base-

dustry would demand the best housing and entertain- 
ment to keep them here.

Suddenly the young woman listener sliot these ques- 


tions into the conversation: ."What about the girls who 
work in Janesville and have no homes, but must llve-W| Ing^smojcetess^alr. 
rented rooms? What are you, going to do. for them?" 


The men admitted this was a problem which should 


bo given immediate consideration and. attempted, to dis- 
miss the subject. The young woman was aroused and 
not satisfied and she said something like this: 


"There are hundreds of young women in Janesville 


who work for their living. 
Most of" them have come 


from cpmfortable homes and from towns where 'thej 
iiad an opportunity to take part in the social life of the 
place. Here 'they h-arr'e no place to go after they have 
finished their day's work except to the movie theatres 
or perhaps an- occasional dance. 
They cannot stay at 


home every n'ight. They are young and full of life and 
they seek' wholesome amusement 
How much do thej 


have 'offered to them? 


"They get tired of the movies or the dances. If thoy 


are seen on the streets too frequently they are 'looked 
upon with suspicion. Their home life Is not ideal. Why 
don't those who want to keep them hero at. their work 
consider -their slde\ot the problem and make some move 
for building a woman's community center whe_re they 
can gather. 
Give them a place where they can write 


their letters; mingle with their companions; enjoy the 
exercises and sports of a gymnasium; • play the piano 
and do other things that a clean-minded and healthy 


oung woman longs to do.. 


"Several times suggestions have been made for such 


i place, either as a Y. W. C. A. or a community build- 
ng, but nothing-, has come of it. 
The boys are taken 


:are of by' the Y. M. C. A. but the. girls are allowed to 
hift for themselves. Do not the men ;svho employ these 
girls realize that they will have to make some effort to 
keep them contented and in physical shape to stand the 
grind of an office if they desire to keep them? 
The 


great industrial plant which is growing !iere each day 
is taking girls away from former employers because 
they know that welfare work already has been started 
and that in the near future employes of that company 
will have advantages-others outside- that circle will not. 


"Janesvills Center in a small way answers an emer- 


gency need, but it is not large enough and its scope is 
limited.. We need something better and. we need It 
now."

There" appears to be no ar;rument to combat that 


young women's sizing up of the situation as it exists 
here today. However, those who are referred to in her 
conversation will perhaps be .fflad of an opportunity to 
get the view point of at least one girl who works and 
who has a longing for an opportunity to enjoy herself 
after she has "finished her day's tasks.

This 'is a suggestion from the bu- 


reau o( mines which is here given 
publicity for the first ,time, but which 
from now on will be dinned into the 
ears of the American public. 


The purely personal 
and 
selfish 
reasons why you should burn coke 
Instead of coal are that you 'Will have 
a cleaner house, you will not have 
to clean your flues, and if 
your 


neighbors will also use coke, you will 
enjoy the rare advantage of breath- 


The more .altruistic reasons why 


you should burn coke are that 90 
percent" is added to 
the value of 


every ton of coal which is properly 
coked, arid all by-products extracted, 
Instead of the coal being burned raw. 
The United States is washing mil- 


lions every year by burning coal raw. 
Nitrogen t^iat we need for fertilizer 
is going up our flues, and so are coal 
tar, light oil, and gas. which should 
be extracted and used for their prop- 
er purposes. As one scientist put It, 
there is no more excuse for us to 
burn our fuel raw than there is for 
us to carve a raw beef steak* off the 
rump of a living cow, as the Austral- 
ian bushman does. 
Both, practices 


are wasteful and barbarous. 


Anlb-racUe Supply Decreases 
So far as the individual., house- 


holder is'concerned, it cannot be 
claimed that coke off ers him a better 
fuel than anthracite coal. 
Anthra- 


cite is almost as clean and smokeless, 
and It is a little easier to use, not re- 
quiring- quite so much skill and care. 
But anthracite is now obtainable in 
only -a small part of 
the 
United 


States, a.nd the supply of it is-con- 
stantly dwindling. 
Between coke a.nd bituminous coal 


there can be no comparison. About 
the same amount of fuel value may 
be obtained in coke, for the same 
money; but it will be cheaper in the 
long run by reason of the fact that 
it eliminates so much cleaning of 
Hues furnaces' and houses. 
Besides 


this it is' the only real solution o£ 
the smoke problem. . Residence dis- 
tricts will never be free from smoke 
until coke is substituted for b'itum- 


naces, and perhaps most of them 
never heard of using it. 
- 
Coke was used in households some 


years age, more generally than it Is 
now. 
"Gas house coke", was then 


something- of a drug on the market, 
because the gas manufacturers had 
no use for 'their coke. 
It could be 


obtained more cheaply than 
coal. 


But the gas makers later discovered 
a. new method whioh enabled them 
to use their own coke, so that one 
source of supply was greatly dimin- 
ished and the price went up. 
Just before the war, the bureau 


of 
mines 
made 
an 
investigation 


which showed that coke was gaining 
slightly in popularity as a household 
fuel. 
It "Was not gaining- as fast as 


the population was growing-, but still, 
its use grew perceptibly. It seemed 
that if educational propaganda on 
the subject were put out, the use of 
coke might become general. 
Hence 


the present campaign of the fcureau 
of mines. 


In the old days, coke was seldom 
"sized." 
Coke which has not been 


sized is difficult if not impossible to 
burn in a faarnace. 
Anthracite conl 


could not be burned unless it were 
sized, for that matter. 
Most of the 


producers of by-product coke now 
size their product, and this makes 
it much easled to use than it former- 
ly was. 


TJsc Gniris Rapidly 
The use of coke has been gaining 


with special rapidity in Chicago, ac- 
cording to the bureau of mines. Chi- 
cago lives under a heavy pall of soft 
coal smoke. 
The 
smoke 
problem 


there has been fjtudled by an Import- 
ant commission, and a voluminous 
report Issued upon It. but nothing, 
apparently, 
has 
been 
done. The 
means of lifting'the smoke incubus 
is now in the hands of the Cliicasro- 
ans, if they only realized it. 
If the 


burning of coke should become gen- 
eral, the"smoke nuisance would be 
at an end. And Chicago has a plen- 
tiful supply of coke. 


Tho .bureau- officials mention one 


Chicago coke firm which put a large 
force of salesmen-demonstrators in 
the fi-jld. These men not only sold 
coke to the householder, but they

If this same ton of COA! is 
put through a modern by-profluets 
coke oven, it produces- about two- 
thirds of a ton of coke, worth Je, 
five thousand cubic 
feet 
of 
gas 


v'orth 'to, three gallons of motor oil 
worth 75 cents, nine gallons, of tar 
worth 25 cents, and 25 pounds of 
ammonium sulphate 
worth 
J1.25'. 


Thus the ton of-coal, properly treat- 
ed, is worth $13.25. or nearly twice 
what it is worth as raw fuel. 
If the burning of coke in both fac-
